Today the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
has turned into a powerful and mighty socialist 
state with advanced industry, mechanized agriculture 
and national defence built up on up-to-date lines. 
Material and cultural standards of the people have 
steadily improved and the international position 
and prestige of the D.P.R.K. are rising ever higher 
as the days go by.

The brilliant victories won by the Korean people 
in all fields have shown a shining example of the 
spirit of independence and self-sustenance to the peo- 
ples of all countries of the world who are fighting 
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against imperialism headed by U.S. imperialism 
and for achieving and defending national independ- 
ence and building a new life. 

The Vietnamese people highly admire and are 
proud oi the most tremendous and brilliant victories 
achieved by the fraternal Korean people and regard 
them as their own success. The Vietnamese people 
heartily wish the Korean people greater achieve- 
ments in their struggle for the cause of socialist 
construction and the unification of the country. 

Recently the U.S. imperialists, the Pak Jung Hi 
puppet clique and the Japanese militarists are 
frantically stepping up preparations for a new war 
against the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
and intensifying provocative acts more than ever 
before. But the Korean people who inherited the 
traditions of indomitable struggle and have a solid 
base of the nation-wide revolution—the socialist 
northern half—will surely crush all the adventurous 
schemes and manoeuvres of the enemy, defend the 
independence and sovereignty of the D.P.R.K. and 
accomplish the unification of the country under 
the wise leadership of the Workers’ Party of Ko- 
rea headed by respected and beloved Comrade 
Kim I] Sung. 

The Vietnamese and Korean peoples find them- 
selves in the same situation where their countries 
remain divided, and are close comrades-in-arms 
fighting against the common enemy, the U.S. im- 
perialist aggressors.

They are still bringing 
huge armed forces into South Viet Nam. and are 
committing more towering crimes against the com- 
patriots in the southern half of our country. 


The devils still stubbornly refuse to completely 
put an end to bombings and all other hostilities a- 
gainst the D.R.V.N., but on the contrary, they are 
perpetrating extremely cruel and concentric bomb- 
ings of considerably vast areas in the territory of 
the D.R.V.N. between 17th and 20th parallels. 


Of late, some of the U.S. rulers are raising clam- 
ours smelling of gun powder. 


But it is an established fact that the U.S. impc- 
rialist aggressors will be defeated. However obsti- 
nate, crafty and cruel they may be, they can never 
escape complete defeat. 


We Vietnamese people love peace very much. 
But this peace must be a peace for genuine, independ- 
ence and freedom and must never be a peace of 
American style. 

Our stand for the solution of the Viet Nam 
question is very clear. It is that since the U.S. im- 
perialists are openly invading Viet Nam, they must 
stop aggression, unconditionally discontinue bombing 
and all other hostilities against the whole territory: 
of the Democratic Republic of Viet Nam, withdraw 
the U.S. armed forces and the troops of their satel- 
lites from South Viet Nam, recognize the South 
Viet Nam National Front for: Liberation and have 
talks with the National Front for Liberation on the 
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problems concerning South Viet Nam, and these are 
the way to the achievement of peace. 

We Vietnamese people will thoroughly implement 
without fail the sacred appeal of President Ho Chi 
Minh issued on July 20, this year, that “Our 3l 
million compatriots are determined to fight and win 
victory without fail despite all trials and sacrifices 
for independence and freedom.”
